The inventions listed as Groups I, III and V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: U.S. patent application publications 2001/0037000 
and 2002/0177656 both teach compositions comprising a proton conductor of a carbon 
containing polymer having attached thereto SO3H groups, which are protic dissociation groups in 
N,N-dimethylformamide ('000: para. 75-78, 86 and 87; 656': para. 95-97 and 103). These 
reference anticipate or make obvious to the proton conductor of Group I. Thus the special 
technical feature, as defined by Group I, does not define a contribution over the prior art and thus 
Groups I-V are not linked so as to form a single inventive concept.
